UNION  SCHOOL   DISTRICT 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

To  the  Parents  and  Citizens  Residing  in  Union  School 
District  : 

In  accordance  with  custom  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  is  once  more  submitted.  According  to  the  stan- 
dard of  weeks  for  which  teachers  are  paid,  there  have 
been  36  weeks  of  school  in  all  grades.  On  account  of 
the  loss  of  time  to  the  pupils  caused  by  holidays,  storms^ 
teacher's  institutes,  etc.,  the  year  should  consist  of  at 
least  37  weeks. 

At  the  close  of  last  year  Miss  Ella  Belle  Gal- 
ley, who  had  been  the  Principal  of  our  schools  for 
many  years,  decided  to  retire  from  teaching  and  to  be- 
come a  "Daughter  of  Leisure, "  so  far  as  possible  for  one 
of  her  very  active  disposition.  Miss  Calley,  by  reason 
of  long  experience,  unusual  tact,  general  executive 
ability  and  deep  interest  in  the  education  and  welfare  of 
the  scholars  under  her  care,  gave  the  District  a  splendid 
administration  and  was  much  beloved  by  her  pupils. 
Both  the  children  and  the  parents  are  much  indebted  to 
her  for  wise  and  helpful  advice,  assistance,  suggestion 
and  direction  given  such  of  the  former  as  were  entrusted 
to  her  care  and  guidance.  The  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  Board  and  herself  have  always  been  very 
pleasant,  and  they  hereby  express  the  wish  that  Miss 
Calley  may  have  and  enjoy  many  years  of  health,  com- 
fort and  continued  usefulness  in  many  ways  in  our 
community. 

The  Board  elected   Miss  Grace  E.  Downing,  who 
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had  successfully  taught  in  Grades  VI  and  VII  for  the 
previous  year,  to  become  the  successor  of  Miss  Galley  in 
Grade  VIII  and  as  Principal,  in  which  she  has  proved 
herself  a  worthy  successor  to  Miss  Calley. 

Miss  Eva  M.  Lothrop  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  was 
elected  to  Grades  VI  and  VII,  Miss  Harriet  A.  Gray  of 
Gloucester,  Mass.,  to  Grades  IV  and  V,  Miss  Susan  J. 
Hanson  to  Grades  II  and  III,  and  Miss  Clara  M.  In- 
galls  to  the  Primary,  where  for  several  years  she  has 
literally  and  in  the  best  sense  stood  as  a  faithful  and 
helpful  guide  in  loco  parentis,  to  so  many,  many  chil- 
dren in  the  most  important  period  of  their  school  life. 

As  Miss  Julia  M.  Swain  decided  not  to  again 
assume  charge  of  the  High  School  according  to  expecta- 
tion, after  considerable  deliberation  upon  the  merits  of 
various  applicants,  the  Board  elected  Miss  Emily  J. 
Winch  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  who  had  been  teaching  in 
New  York,  to  that  position.  In  this  selection  the  Board 
feels  that  it  made  a  wise  choice.  Mrs.  Katherine  P. 
Crafts,  who  has  heretofore  rendered  very  efficient  service 
in  the  department  of  music,  was  reelected  to  that  posi- 
tion. 

All  of  the  present  corps  of  teachers  have  devoted 
themselves  earnestly  and  assiduously  to  the  education 
and  training  of  the  scholars  under  their  care,  and  a  large 
majority  of  the  pupils  have  shown  proper  interest  in 
their  work  and  have  responded  diligently  to  the  efforts 
of  the  teachers  on  their  behalf.  We  are  happy  to  state 
that  the  scourge  of  diphtheria  which  so  afflicted  and 
handicapped  our  schools  last  year  has  not  again  re- 
appeared, but  quite  a  number  of  the  pupils  have  been 
having  the  measles,  which  have  interfered  with  the  full 
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efficiency  of  the  schools  of  late.  Otherwise  the  health 
of  the  scholars  has  been  fairly  good. 

The  usual  instruction  has  been  given  in  hygiene, 
physiology  and  physical  culture,  and  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  New  Hampshire. 

The  sanitation  of  the  various  rooms  and  parts  of 
the  school  building  has  received  careful  attention.  In 
this  and  other  respects  the  Janitor,  Mr.  Aurin  Hutchin- 
son, has  rendered  diligent  and  careful  service. 

During  the  summer  the  Board  of  Health  caused 
about  eleven  hundred  or  nearly  one-third  of  our  school 
books  used  in  the  lower  grades  to  be  burned,  which  lias 
proved  a  handicap,  although  many  of  the  recitation 
books  have  been  replaced. 

The  Superintendent  believes  that  this  destruction 
of  the  books  was  unnecessary.  If  any  treatment  at  all 
was  regarded  as  desirable  or  necessary  on  account  of 
supposed  germs,  proper  exposure  to  the  air  and  sun- 
light would  have  accomplished  the  desired  result  and 
have  saved  the  expense  of  many  new  books. 

The  finances  of  the  district  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition,  as  may  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  re- 
port of  the  treasurer.  No  extraordinary  expense  has 
been  incurred  except  for  books. 

Manual  training,  which  was  omitted  last  year  by 
reason  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria,  was  resumed  this 
year.  Mr.  W.  S.  H.  Remick  has  interested  and  instruc- 
ted the  boys,  while  the  girls,  under  the  instruction  of  the 
teachers  in  Grades  VI  to  VIII,  in  addition  to  their 
usual  work  have  taken  as  a  new  feature,  knitting,  which 
has  almost  become  a  lost  art  so  far  as  the  present  genera- 
tion is  concerned.  If  the  United  States  should  become 
involved  in  war  in  the  near  future,  our  pupils  may  well 
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turn  the  knowledge  they  are  attaining  in  the  manual 
training  department  to  a  very  practical  use. 

There  will  probably  be  an  exhibition  of  the  Arts 
and  Crafts  of  the  schools  in  connection  with  the  school 
Memorial  exercises,  which  have  hitherto  proved  very  in- 
teresting, and  should  be  encouraged  and  largely  attended 
by  as  many  of  the  people  of  our  community  as  can 
arrange  to  be  present. 

The  High  School  depaitment  offers  a  standard  two 
years1  course  which  pupils  from  the  eighth  grade  ought 
not  to  fail  to  take.  Parents  are  especially  urged  to  en- 
courage their  children,  while  in  the  grade  work,  to  pre- 
pare for  the  High  school  course  and  to  arrange  to  keep 
them  in  our  schools  till  they  can  at  least  finish  that 
course  here.  As  many  as  possible  should  take  this,  and 
all  who  can  should  continue  in  more  advanced  schools 
than  ours.  It  is  hoped  there  will  be  graduating  exer- 
cises at  the  close  of  the  summer  term. 

Once  more  we  urge  parents  and  guardians  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  school  work  of  the  pupils,  and 
to  visit  the  schools  at  such  frequent  intervals  as  they 
are  able.  Both  teachers  and  pupils  are  thereby  stimu- 
lated and  encouraged. 

We  feel  that  many  parents  do  not  realize  the  desir- 
ability, yea,  necessity,  of  providing  a  Christian  home  in 
which  to  rear  the  children.  Such  a  home  is  the  most 
important  of  all  training  schools  and  lias  a  more  vital 
influence  than  all  others  combined.  A  godless  home 
casts  a  shadow  upon  all  its  inmates,  upon  all  who 
come  within  its  pale.  Only  where  the  influence  is 
Christward  is  there  sunshine,  genuine  life  and  spiritual 
uplift.     "Godliness  is  profitable    for  all  things  having 
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the  promise  of  the  life  which  now  is,  and  of  that  which 
is  to  come." 

Next  to  the  Christian  home,  the  Sunday  school  ex- 
erts the  most  important  influence  over  the  lives  and  as- 
pirations of  the  young  who  are  privileged  to  attend  the 
same.  Those  parents  who  are  indifferent  as  to  their  own 
spiritual  welfare,  owe  it  to  their  children  not  only  for 
their  personal,  moral  anc.  spiritual  good,  but  from  the 
standpoint  of  public  welfare,  to  encourage  them  to 
attend  church  and  Sunday  school,  rather  than  to  devise 
means  whereby  they  may  be  removed  from  these  Chris- 
tian influences,  and  allowed  to  seek  others  which  have 
no  real  and  permanent  value.  The  next  most  important 
influence  in  the  training  of  the  young  is  the  public 
school. 

Our  teachers  are  expected  to  co-operate  with  the 
home,  the  church  and  the  Sunday  school  in  the  moral 
and  spiritual  uplift  of  the  pupils;  and  where  home  and 
other  influences  are  lacking  in  those  particulars,  to  sup- 
ply them  so  far  as  they  are  permitted  to  do  so,  to  incul- 
cate goodness  and  rightness  of  life  and  character,  both 
by  example  and  by  precept.  The  life  of  the  home  is 
greatly  reflected  in  the  conduct  of  the  pupil.  It  is 
especially  important  that  parents  and  guardians  exercise 
thoughtful  care  and  a  watchful  eye  over  our  young 
people  outside  of  school  hours,  to  know  where  they  are 
and  what  they  are  doing  ;  to  surround  them  with  good 
influences,  to  require  them  to  keep  proper  hours,  to 
make  home  attractive  rather  than  repulsive,  to  make 
the  children  companions  and  intimates  to  a  large  ex- 
tent. Lack  of  these  things  has  too  frequently  resulted 
in  shame,  dishonor  and  sorrow  to  both  parents  and 
children. 
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So  far  as  possible  the  Board  and  the  teachers 
are  ready  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  parents,  and  to 
endeavor  to  keep  the  youth  from  the  evil  that  is  in  the 
world,  hut  their  authority  and  influence  are  very  limited 
when  compared  with  the  privilege  and  opportunity  of 
the  parents  for  leading  and  guiding  the  children  in  the 
paths  of  virtue  and  righteousness.

MINOT-SLEEPER   LIBRARY 


The  library  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  During 
the  past  year  the  reading  room  has  been  well  patronized, 
while  the  circulating  department  shows  that  much 
interest  has  been  taken  by  the  patrons  of  the  library. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  new  books  have  been  added  dur- 
ing the  year,  making  a  total  of  8,042  books  in  our  cir- 
culating department  today. 

Added  to  this  we  have  over  6,000  reference  books 
and  pamphlets,  to  which  the  patrons  have  access. 

Six  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two  books 
have  been  taken  out  during  the  year. 

The  following  magazines  may  be  found  on  the 
reading  tables:  American,  Atlantic,  Century,  Cosmo- 
politan, Country  Life,  Geographic,  Granite  State 
Monthly,  Harper's,  Harper's  Weekly,  Ladies'  Home 
Journal,  Leslie's,  McCiure's,  Munsey's,  North  Ameri- 
can Review,  Outlook,  Pictorial  Review,  Review  of 
Reviews,  World's  Work,  Youth's  Companion,  St. 
Nicholas.  An  additional  list  is  being  prepared  and  any 
requests  or  suggestions  are  in  order. 

The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  thoroughly 
renovated  and  brightened  with  new  paint  and  varnish. 
The  cellar  has  been  relieved  of  a  great  deal  of  dampness 
by  the  laying  of  a  heavy  cement  bottom  with  adequate 
drainage,  thereby  rendering  it  a  much  more  suitable 
storage  room  for  pamphlets  and  periodicals  after  re- 
moval from  the  shelves.
